Adopted on motion of Attor-
ney Benjamin A. Chipkin, sec-
onded by Douglas H. Freeman,
the resolution requests the en-
gineering subcommittee to for-
mulate a county-wide secon-
dary road deficiency construc-
tion program not to exceed
$150,000,000.
This program would call for
the expenditure of the bond
issue money on roads now In
emedgency need of improve:
